In response to the Election Requirement mailed on February 14, 2005, Applicants hereby 
elect the species identified by the Examiner as Species I (Figs. 1-5) with traverse , and state that 
claims 1-5 and 9-14 are readable thereon. 

Regarding the election with traverse, contrary to the Examiner's assertion that no claim is 
currently generic, Applicants assert that claim 1 is generic to all four species (Species I-IV) 
identified by the Examiner. 

Specifically, claim 1 recites a semiconductor substrate (30, 200, 300, 400) for outputting 
an electrical signal in accordance with pressure applied in a thickness direction of the 
semiconductor substrate; a pressure transmitting member (20) that is equipped at the front 
surface side of the substrate and that transmits pressure to the front surface side of the substrate; 
and a housing (10) in which the substrate and pressure transmitting member are accommodated.

The pressure transmitting member (20) has electrically conductive properties, and the substrate 
has a first electrode (35a) on the front surface thereof and a second electrode (35b) on the back 
surface thereof. The electrical signal is output through the first and second electrodes when 
pressure is applied. The first electrode is electrically connected to the pressure transmitting 
member. A lead member (50) is electrically independent of the housing and is accommodated 
in the housing at the back surface side of the semiconductor substrate, and the lead member and 
the second electrode are connected to each other. 

As each of the four species identified by the Examiner includes the above elements 
recited in claim 1, claim 1 is therefore generic. 

Examination of the present application in view of the above election and remarks is 
respectfully requested.
